CHARLEVOIX— Discus- 
sion on the proposed re- 
alignment of Antrim and 
State Streets and a public 
hearing regarding an appli- 
cation for funds under the 
Community Development 
Block Grant program was 
held at the County Commis- 
sion July 24 meeting. 

The intersection at 
Antrim and State Streets is 
offset by about thirty to 
forty-five feet. The city is 
considering realigning the 
streets to make that connec- 
tion flow smoother. The 
project came before the 
Commissioners as a cour- 
tesy, to hear any issues or 
concerns they have heard. 
A decision about the proj- 
ect has to be set because 
MDOT funds must be obli- 
gated by the end of August. 
Plans for the project have 
the road shifting toward 
Bridge Street, giving build- 
ings on the west side of the 
street a larger lawn area 
and those on the east side, 
narrower parking spaces. 
Discussion about whether 
or not the intersection will

Free counseling and help for crime survivors 


Someone knowingly hurt you, 
chose to perpetrate a crime 
against you and victimize you. 
Those on the receiving end of a 
crime may experience new and 
confusing feelings and emotions 
such as fear, insecurity, vulnera- 
bility, humiliation, guilt, rage or 
despair. 

Although survivors may also 
feel alone in the aftermath of 
crime, they are not. During 2011, 
there were 5.8 million violent 
crime victimizations in the US., 
according to the National Crime 
Victimization Survey (NCVS) 
conducted by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice. The study also 
indicates violent victimizations 
increased 18% from 2010 to 2011. 
The violent crimes measured in- 
clude rape, sexual assault, do- 
mestic/intimate partner 
violence, robbery, aggravated as- 
sault and simple assault; as well 
as burglary, theft and personal 
larceny. 

The response to crime victim- 
ization is individualized. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigations 
website describes responses to 
trauma this way: 

“Being a victim of a crime can 
be avery difficult and stressful 
experience. While most people 
are naturally resilient and over 
time will find ways to cope and 
adjust, there can be a wide range 
of after effects to a trauma. One 
person may experience many of 
the effects, a few, or none at all. 


Not everyone has the same reac- 
tion. In some people the reaction 
may be delayed days, weeks, or 
even months.” 

Help is available for survivors 
of crime. Locally, the Women’s 
Resource Center of Northern 
Michigan provides free counsel- 
ing and support for current and 
past survivors of any crime, re- 
gardless of gender. Master’s 
level, trained and licensed thera- 
pists provide crisis counseling, 
individual counseling, support 
groups, trauma therapy, play 
therapy for children, advocacy, 
safety planning, resources and 
referrals. 

WRCWNM therapists have spe- 
cialized training and experience 
in providing supportive services 
to survivors of crime. For exam- 
ple, Eye Movement Desensitiza- 
tion and Reprocessing (EMDR) 
therapy helps alleviate symptoms 
of post-traumatic stress and pro- 
vides a way to process distress- 
ing memories and their lingering 
effects. 

Therapists provide advocacy 
and support to assist survivors 
and their families through the 
legal process that often follows 
violent crimes. They also pro- 
vide assistance to crime victims 
with how to file for crime victim 
compensation. Michigan’s Crime 
Victim Compensation Program, 
which is overseen by the Michi- 
gan Department of Community 
Health, was established to pro-

vide financial assistance to inno- 
cent persons who receive bodily 
injury from the commission of a 
crime in Michigan and who 
incur un-reimbursable financial 
losses as a result of the injury. 
Fund dollars come from criminal 
fines, forfeited bail, penalties, 
and special assessments collected 
by US. Attorneys’ Offices, U.S. 
Federal Courts, and the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons. 

Free counseling and support 
services through the Women’s 
Resource Center are provided to 
any crime victim, including sur- 
vivors of robbery, hate crimes, 
elder abuse, economic exploita- 
tion/fraud, DUI/DWI crashes, do- 
mestic abuse, sexual assault, 
child abuse, child sexual assault 
and abuse and survivors of homi- 
cide victims. This free service is 
also extended to past survivors of 
crime, such as adults who were 
molested as children.

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Volunteers put new roof on the Front Porch

ELLSWORTH—Three 
fundraisers plus one hun- 
dred and eighty-six donated 
man hours equals a new 
metal roof at the Front 
Porch Café in Ellsworth. 

The nonprofit, donations 
only restaurant whose 
motto is to nourish body, 
mind and soul discovered a 
leak in the roof, winter be- 
fore last. Immediately, the 
Front Porch board of vol- 
unteers that desperately 
purchased and reopened 
the restaurant in an at- 
tempt to raise the morale of 
a community that was 
being swallowed by the eco- 
nomic downturn that hit 
Northwest Michigan hard 
five years ago, began mak- 
ing plans to raise the funds 
needed to replace the 
aging, flat roof. Since its 
opening in 2008 the restau- 
rant has been a thriving 
hive of activity, accom- 
plishing its intended goal 
of providing a place for res- 
idents to gather. Contrary 
to concern expressed about 
a donations only establish- 
ment in an economically 
depressed area, it has also 
been able to meet its 
monthly financial obliga- 
tions as well as paying off 
the mortgage after only 
three years in business and 


replacing some much 
needed equipment like a 
stove, freezers and more re- 
cently the funds were do- 
nated for the purchase of 
two new hot water heaters. 

The bulk of the $20,000 
needed for the trusses and 
other roofing materials was 
raised at a renaissance din- 
ner theatre held at Castle 
Farms last August. It took 
only two smaller fundrais- 
ers to gather the remainder 
of the necessary funds. All 
of the labor including the 
crane operator who set the 
trusses was donated. “We 
got a top rate job,” said 
Front porch Manager, Jan 
Rasmussen. “All of the men 
on the roof were contrac- 
tors.” 

While one volunteer crew 
was on the roof another 
took advantage of the two 
days the restaurant was 


closed giving fifty-six hour 
collectively to deep clean- 
ing and painting the inside. 
“We had a cleaning bee in- 
side, in the dark, with no 
air conditioning,” she said. 
About two-thirds of the 
way through the cleaning 
the electricity had to be 
turned off as the roofers 
made progress.

become a four-way stop 
ensued with many opin- 
ions expressed and con- 
cluded with statements 
by Commissioner Larry 
Sullivan who brought the 
plans to the Commission 
for comment, that the 
plans do not include stop 
signs on Antrim.

The purpose of the

A Commu- 
nity Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) provides 
communities with re- 
sources to address a wide 
range of unique commu- 
nity development 
needs.

for them. The proposed 
project will help local

posed to their Sault Ste 
Marie plant. The grant 
will be used primarily to 
purchase machinery and 
equipment and the funds 
will help offset job train- 
ing costs of new employ- 
ees that result because of 
the expansion. The proj- 
ect will help the company 
to retain 38 jobs and cre- 
ate another 59 new jobs. 
All financial investments 
in this project will come 
from the company, it will 
cost the county nothing, 
but it must be adminis- 
tered by the county over 
a two year period. “Our 
intention really is to edu- 
cate the community on 
manufacturing technol- 
ogy with this money,” 
said Precision Edge Engi- 
neering manager Todd 
Fewins who added that 
they intended to create a 
mobile manufacturing 
training lab to use asa 
training aid at the high 
school level.

inal site of a pioneer 
homestead that evolved 
into an eleven-acre es- 
tate featuring a main 
residence and a lodge. 
The owners of the es- 
tate, Dr. and Mrs. 
George Westgate, 
granted the property to 
the City of East Jordan 
in 1972 to be “used and 
devoted exclusively for 
public purposes.” Elm 
Pointe was officially 
designated as a Michi- 
gan Historical Site in 
1999. 

Today, the main floor 
of the lodge is home to 
the East Jordan Port- 
side Art and Historical 


Museum, featuring arti- 


facts from the lumber- 
ing and agricultural 


eras, as well as railroad, 


military and local man- 
ufacturing memora-
